Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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4. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It 
is unclear if the spatula can only turn to the right and the ladle can only turn to the left. 

5. The claim is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which goes to make up the device, must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the claim format in Bax (4.599.797). Weinstein (5.630.276). 
or Hilderbrandt (5.634.679) for acceptable formats made in present statutes . 

6. In regards to the claim, the phrase "the thumb attachment allowing the movement 
to the left or to the right as showed in the drawings. The spatula will move to the right; 
the ladle will move to the left. The spatula would allow the food on it to be turned over 
to the left or right. The liquid in the ladle could be poured either to the left or the right" is 
unclear. On lines 3-4 of the specification, it clearly states that "the ladle can turn over to 
the left and the spatula can turn over to the right". There is no support that that the ladle 
can turn over to the right and the spatula can turn over to the left It is uncertain how 
the spatula can allow food on it to be turned over to the left or right. It is uncertain how 
the liquid in the ladle could be poured either to the left or the right. 
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7. The claim recites the limitations "the ladle" and "the spatula" on lines 1 , 3, and 4. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

8. The claim recites the limitation "the attachment" on line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. The claim is rejected, as best understood, under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Banks. 

Banks discloses the same invention including a spatula (4) with a thumb 
attachment (9) allowing movement to the left (Figs. 1 and 2), that the spatula can allow 
food on it to be turned over to the left or to the right (4).
